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IT  UNIVERSITY 

The  IT  University  is  arranged  around  a  large  central 
atrium.  Here,  group  and  meeting  rooms,  designed 
as  corbeled  boxes,  are  dynamically  placed  -  like 
extracted  drawers  of  various  sizes,  The  building  is 
elevated,  and  a  metal  frame  folds  around  the  entire 
volume  in  one  singular  dynamic  movement, The 
la  cades  inside  the  frame  are  divided  into  horizontal 
strips  of  glazing  of  varying  color  and  character  - 
powerful  green,  translucent  and  clear 
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"LANDSBYEN"  KINDERGARTEN 

The  actual  building  is  on  two  floors,  with  a  glass 
facade,,  balcony  and  terrace  throughout  the  length  of 
the  building  facing  a  play  area  and  park.  A  number  of 
staggered  wooden  louvers  have  been  positioned  in 
front  of  the  facade  to  adjust  and  vary  the  incidence 
of  light.  Facing  the  street,  the  facade  is  darker  and 
more  solid.  The  entrance  is  located  in  a  little  bend 
in  the  building,  and  from  here  you  enter  a  central 
distribution  room.  This  was  made  possible  by  working 
with  prefabricated,  room-sized  modules  transported 
to  the  building  site, 
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SONOFON  HEADQUARTERS 

The  new  headquarters  are  situated  in  the  southern 

part  ol  the  pan. In  order  to  create  a  building  wilh  as 
much  contact  with  the  waterfront  as  possible,  the 
site  is  divided  diagonally  into  two  triangles-the  one 
Facing  the  waterfront  is  taken  up  by  the  buifding 
whilst  the  one  facing  the  road  is  developed  as  a 
parking  area,  The  building  is  constructed  in  concrete, 
with  facades  clad  wilh  three  elements:  glass, 
perforated  sheets  and  Solid  panels. 
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FLINTHOLM  STATION 

Flintbolrn  Station  is  designed  lor  a  capacity  of 
60,000  passengers  and  will  be  one  of  the  largest 
stations  in  Denmark. The  design  intention  is  to  join 
three  stations  together  as  one  complex  so  the 
passengers  just  refer  to  one  station.  A  large  glass 
roof  covers  all  3  stations  and  will  be  the  image 
and  viewpoint  of  the  station. The  new  combined 
station  has  safe  and  visibJe  passenger  routes  and 
the  distance  between  the  different  systems  bus* 
train-metro  is  shortened  as  much  as  possible. The 
station  is  located  in  a  park  and  at  the  same  time  all 
the  existing  bridges  are  renewed  in  order  to  create 
uniformity- 

FLINTHOLM  $5* 
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DANNBROGSGADE  KINDERGARDEN 

The  concept  tor  the  buiJdmg  stay  is  a  giant  window, 
and  at  first  sight,  this  building  does  not  exactly 
come  across  as  a  nursery.  Reducing  the  number 
of  elements  and  making  them  multifunctional  has 
maintained  the  clarity  of  the  structure.  However, 
behind  the  strict  facades  with  black  steel  panels 
and  the  glass  elements  that  extend  over  an  entire 
floor,  there  are  light,  spacious  and  inviting  areas  for 
tree  play  and  learning. 
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TEGLWERKSHAVN 

The  canal  city  will  primarily  consist  o\  residential 

dwellings.  This  is  a  pilot  project  for  future 
development.  The  ever-present  water  will  be 
a  major  contributor  to  the  quality  of  life  in  the 
TeglvJ^rkshavn,  The  unsentimental  and  rational 
structure  is  overwhelming  in  its  imagery  because  its 
origin  differs  from  other  ordinary  parts  of  the  city- 
In  between  the  buildings.,  one  experiences  varied 
Spaces:  as  if  seen  through  a  Polaroid  niter,  views  are 
controlled  open  and  transparent  east  and  west. 
enveloping  and  closed  north  and  south, 
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KR0YERS  PLADS  COPENHAGEN 

Krftyers  Plads  is  an  area  close  to  the  sea. The 
proposed  buildings  are  strongly  influenced  by  the 
contextual  tradition  of  pitchroofed  buildings. In  order 
lo  maximize  the  views  towards  the  sea  and  the 
harbor,  the  towers  are  rotated  and  the  apartments 
are  fully  glazed,  thus  providing  marvelous  views  in 
all  directions. The  materials  applied  make  references 
to  the  earth:  copper  red,  terracotta  and  natural  slate 
contrasting  with  the  glitter  of  stainless  steel. 

KR0YERS  PLADS  COPENHAGEN 
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0RESTAD  COLLEGE 

0re$tad  College  is  an  architectural  interpretation  Tor 
a  new  type  of  educational  institution.  The  proposal 
interacts  pleasantly  with  the  urban  content,  and 
envisions  a  new  architectural  unity  that  makes 
an  impression. The  central  fover  and  the  circular 
staircase  bind  the  entire  complex  together.  The 
spatial  and  floor  plan  solutions  are  very  flexible  and 
give  great  opportunity  lor  further  development  and 
architectural  articulation. 
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DANCHIR  TECHNICAL 
UNIVERSITY  OF  DENMARK 

The  research  centre  for  nanotechnolagy  and 
microelectronics  in  the  Technical  University  contains 
special  work  facilities  and  laboratories.  The  stainless 
steel  paneted  facade  underlines  the  functions  within. 
Illuminated  fields  in  various  colors  are  integrated  into 
the  facade  and  are  made  in  cooperation  with  The 
artist  Viera  Collaro. 
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DAY-CARE  CENTRE 

The  project  consists  of  two  main  elements,  the 
Prism  and  the  Frame,  tied  together  by  the  middle 
building  and  the  roof  terrace.  The  prism  shape  is 
determined  by  the  intention  to  create  a  minimum 
of  shadow  on  the  westfacing  outdoor  areas  of  the 
neighboring  housing  estate. At  the  same  time  it 
creates  (tie  best  possible  outdoor  areas  for  the  users 
of  the  day-care  center. 
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KDJ  YACHTING  MARINA 


The  yacht  c^ub  is  placed  on  the  site  as  a  'folded' 

roof  with  large,  open,  north-facing  facades  towards 
the  harbor  and  resund.  The  yacht  club  will  be 
constructed  as  3  timbenand-steel  Structure,  its 
exterior  surfaces  being  predominantly  timber  decks, 
glass  facades  and  black  asphalt  (on  the  roof).  On 
the  interior,  the  architecture  is  dominated  by  timber 
flooring,  glass  facades  and  glass  partition  walls, 
as  well  as  timber-clad  walls  and  timber  slat  ceiling 
cladding. 
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ONEROOM 

The  house  basically  consists  of  one  room.  The 

bearing  construction  is  made  in  steel  arches, 
which  keeps  the  house  clear  of  columns  and 

interior  bearing  walls.  The  core  is  the  private  point 
of  life  in  the  house  and  it  allows  a  great  fevel  of 
contact  between  the  lower  end  upper  floor.  From 
every  room  and  orientation  in  the  house,  the  high 
windows  allow  the  presence  of  fight  and  changing 
seasons. 
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CHURCH  CENTRE 

It  is  the  ambition  of  the  project  to  attain  a  poetic 
balance  between  ihe  official  wish  for  maximum 
flexibility  and  church  multiplicity  and  the  fine 
qualities  of  the  contextual  landscape. In  the  master 
plan  of  the  Church  Centre,  a  certain  focus  has 
been  on  achieving  great  flexibility  in  the  use  of 
the  various  rooms  and  compartments,  rooms  for 
educational  purposes  and  last  but  not  least,  the 
church  chapel  room. 
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CULTURE  ISLAND 

The"Cu|ture  Island"  characterful  presence  on  the 
newly  created  island  off  the  Middel-lart  waterfront 
2inc  facades  enclose  The  interior  spaces,  creating 
tranquillity  and  intimacy.  The  arts  and  community 
centre"s  trapezoidal  forms  and  curvilinear  surfaces 
are  an  interpretation  of  sea  and  sails,  and  frorn 
the  surrounding  areas,  bridges  and  heats,  the 
complex  is  perceived  as  sculptural  landmark  in  the 
harbourscape. 
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PRINTING  FACTORY 

The  priming  and  ventilation  halls  are  covered  by 
folded  zinc.To  express  this  line  further  the  printing 
hall's  facade  creates  a  large  inward— going  shape 
where  as  the  technical  area  creates.  The  central 
motive  is  flanked  on  each  side  by  Jower  buildings, 
which  contain  administration,  paper  storage, 
packing  area  and  cafeteria. 
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VILWBJARNE 

The  vilfa  is  located  near  a  small  forest  and  is 
oriented  towards  trie  North.  The  targe  glass  facade 
offers  splendid  views  of  the  Veife  Fiord,  Its  curved 
shape  feflects  the  owner's  wish  for  a  grand,  yet 
subtle  approach. 
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REPUBLIC  OF  FRITZ  HANSEN 

The  building  has  a  clear  function.  The  placement  is 
close  to  meeting  rooms,  which  makes  it  possible  to 
use  the  facilities  for  minor  and  larger  events.  The 
existing  administration  building  has  been  changed 
from  cell  offices  to  a  modern  and  open  office 
space.The  build in-g  works  as  an  open  house  where 
employees,  and  their  guests  have  open  access  to 
view  Fritz  Hansen's  collection  of  new  and  classic 
furniture  in  spacious  and  inviting  surroundings. 
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SCOOP-ARCTIC  CULTURE  CENTER         d£ffi$)4li*ifc 


Located  wilhin  the  exireme  environmental 
conditions  of  Hammerfest,  the  northern  most 
town  in  the  world,  the  Arctic  Culture  Center  is  an 
extroverted,  climatically  active  and  user-interactive 
bowed  structure.  The  volume  of  the  building  reacts 
to  local  forces  like  wind,  sunlight  and  sound, 
intelligently  using  what  it  can  from  the  avail  cool  able 
resources  as  well  as  giving  back  to  the  environment. 
A  reflective  and  shiny  metal  skin  forms  a  loosely 
layered  structure  that  peels  at  different  angles  in 
reaction  to  different  environmental  conditions. 
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PARLIAMENT  OF  THE  SAMI  PEOPLE 


The  Parliament  for  Lapp  representatives  includes  visitor 
and  press  facilities,  a  library  and  a  restaurant.  The 
structure  rs  a  landmark  in  the  surrounding  wilderness, 
and  is  based  on  the  shape  of  the  traditional  Lapp  tent. 
A  two-storey  semi-circular  building  looks  southeast 
out  onto  an  endless  landscape,  Joined  in  the  western 
section  to  a  tall  cone  covered  in  rough  timber  strips, 
housing  the  chamber  itself.  The  cone  is  divided  imo 
unequal  halves  by  a  wedge-shaped  glass  bridge, 
creating  a  skylight,  illuminating  the  chamber  during 
the  summer  months.  Prohibitive  from  the  outside,  the 
interior  is  arranged  in  an  open,  inviting  way. 
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KVERNHUSET 

JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  j 

The  site  is  very  beautiful,  so  the  architects  preserved 

as  much  of  it  as  possible,  The  buildings  are  eithfii 
carved  into  the  landscape,  or  placed  gently  on  top 
if  It. The  project  aims  at  showing  the  site  arid  the 
building  in  a  sort  of  symbiosis  cr  architectural  unity 
Nature  embraces  the  buildings  and  even  comes 
into  or  penetrates  M  The  school  areas  are  flexible 
wherein  the  spaces  can  change  from  year  to  year. 
It  has  natural  thermal  ventilation,  a  natural  daylight 
system  and  natural  wastewater  cleaning  facilitieS- 
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PERFORMING  ARTS  CENTER  KlLDEN" 

The  Performing  Arts  Centre  rtKilden"  will  house  three 
organizations:  The  Agder  Theater,  the  Knstiansand 
pi-i  -ih/jrmonic  and  the  Opera  Sou  tti  The  four 
performance  halls  are  lined  up  in  the  mid -zone  or  the 
building,  leading  the  production  spaces  to  the  east 
and  audience  spaces  to  the  west  side. Further  on 
the  west  along  the  waterside,  a  huge  cantilevered 
root  will  cover  both  the  public  city  space  by  the  sea 
and  the  foyer  space  which  provides  access  to  the 
shows. 
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SVENJSKT  MASSIVTRABYGGANDE 
I  SVARTLAMOEN 

The  project  consists  ot  two  buildings  with  a  total  erf 
1030  m\  The  largest  building  is  a  5  storey  apartment 
block,  six  meters  wide  and  22  meters  long  and 
with  a  height  of  seventeen  meters -The  ground  floor 
has  commercial  space  and  the  other  four  floors  are 
shared  flats  for  five  to  six  people. The  communal 
spaces  are  facing  the  backyard  on  the  south  side 
of  the  building  with  targe  windows  and  an  external 
staircase. The  bedrooms  are  compact  and  face  the 
north.  The  top  floor  has  very  large  communal  spaces 
and  extremely  compact  bedrooms  but  with  a  floor  to 
ceiling  height  of  4,5  meters. 

SVENSKT  MASSIVTRABYGGANDE  I 
SVARTLAMOEN 
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SVALBARD  SCIENCE  CENTER 

The  new  structure  is  an  addition  to  an  existing 
university  and  research  bu  if  ding,  which  ts  extended1 
to  about  four  times  its  original  si*e.  The  insulated 
copper  -  clad  skin  is  wrapped  around  the  program 
demanded, creating  an  outer  shell  adjusted  to  the 
flows  of  wind  and  snow  passing  through  the  site. 
The  mam  structure  is  in  limber,  to  Facilitate  on-site 

adjustments  and  avoid  cold  bridges. 
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MOUSSE  -  CITY 

In  mousse-city,  property  is  related  to  spatial  units 

as  in  timeshare  condominium  schemes,  flights  are 
not  directly  linked  to  specific  units,  A  community  of 
renters  occupies  the  empty  units,  and  inhabitants  are 
paid  to  move  from  one  location  to  others  to  maintain 
the  transformabflity  of  the  system.  Rather  than  a 
modernistic  ideological  unification  machiner  mousse-city 
has  been  conceived  as  a  voice-giving  device  with  its 
self-explanatory  environment,  a  democratic  forum  tor 
opportunity -makers  and  an  ecological  indicator  for  the 
performance  of  each  of  its  construction  elements. 
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HABAKKATUNET 

The  Habakk-a  (arm  complex  consists  of  five  buildings 
on  a  slope  in  the  upper  parts  of  Guddal.Some  of  the 
buitdings  date  back  to  the  T7th  centuryrand  great 
efforts  were  made  to  avoid  dominating  the  complex. 
This  quality  was  kept  by  building  an  open  structure 
providing  both  natural  light  and  a  view,  The  interior 
reflects  the  topography  of  the  sloping  site  with 
different  levels  and  stairs. 
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LOOKOUT  POINT 


To  make  the  situation  ^ven  more  dramatic  it 
Wfis  important  tor  the  architects  to  simulate  iht 
experience  of  leaving  the  mountainside,  o!  going  up 
in  the  air.  The  experience  of  walking  out  Into  the  air 
through  treetops  dramatises  this  natural  space.  H 
is  Imperative  that  rhe  landscape  and  the  vegetation 
were  not  altered,  and  that  one  could  experience, 
the  landscape  from  a  new  standpoint,  allowing  a 
relationship  between  nature  and  structure  to 
created. 
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URBAN  ENERGY 

URBAN  ENERGY  ts  the  winning  entry  for  the 
competition  for  the  most  energy  efficient  building 
in  Europe  (20051.  The  project  is  based  on  5  kev 
principles  that  range  from  maximizing  deyiight  to 
a  distinctive  relation  lo  the  content.  The  building 
combines  high-end  energy  efficiency  with  a 
dynamic  relation  to  its  urban  context. 
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VILLA  BAKKE 

Villa  Bakke  is  an  existing  villa  outside  Oslo  originally 
drafted  by  Nissen  &  Bryhning  architects  in  1965. 
The  original  concept  and  existing  materials  of  the 
villa  were  to  be  integrated  wherever  possible.  The 
three  levels  of  the  building  are  supported  by  two 
parallel  cores  -  a  fire  core  made  of  concrete  and  a 
water  core  made  of  aluminum.  These  two  cores 
are  extended  through  the  plane  of  the  roof  and 
become  parts  of  the  exterior:  ore  as  a  bathroom 
with  a  panoramic  view,  and  the  other  as  an  outdoor 
fireplace. 
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OSLO  AIRPORT  GARDERMOEN 

The  terminal  building  comprises  of  a  central  building 
with  service  blocks,  two  piers,  and  a  railway  station. 
It  is  characterised  by  a  Mordic  tranquillity,  a  quiet 
monumentally.  Calm  surfaces,  natural  materials. 
light,  simplicity  and  clarity  in  layout  are  the  maior 
design  features, Many  elements  in  the  interior 
are  used  in  such  a  way  as  to  illustrate  advanced 
Norwegian  timber  technology.The  building  meets 
the  highest  requirements  of  functionality,  energy 
efficiency,  and  security,  simultaneously  delivering 
impressive  arehrtecturat  and  interior  design 
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MUSEUM  OF  WORLD  CULTURE 

The  building  is  designed  with  openness  in  mind. 
The  concrete  and  glass  building,  located  on  a  slope 
leading  up  to  the  Useberg  amusement  park,  is 
graceful,  compact  and  modernistic,  Its  four-story 
glass  atrium  looks  onto  a  wooded  hillside,  The 
exhibition  halls  are  in  the  closed  pari  of  the  building, 
facing  Sodra  Vagen  Road  A  43-meter  long  section 
of  3  dispJay  window  provides  passers-by  with  a 
view  straight  into  The  largest  exhibition  hall. 
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FRUANGEN  CHURCH 

The  church  is  set  in  a  garden  screened  by  a  row 
of  trees,  and  is  connected  to  an  existing  parish  hall 
and  a  concrete  entry  pavilion.  The  church  facade 
is  a  shimmering,  transparent  skin,  with  layers  of 
glass  smatecf  by  lines  that  form  a  soft  whtte  haze, 
an  abstract  veil  The  open  interior  is  organized  by 
a  vaulted  ceiling  resembling  abstract  clouds.  The 
ceiling  hangs  free  from  the  g fazed  walls,  reinforcing 
its  apparent  lightness 
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VILLANN 

To  overcome  the  disadvantages  of  building  on  an 
angular  plot,  the  architects  have-  Twisted  the  axis 
of  the  building  and  its  unobtrusive  landscape. As 
ar\  additional  function,  the  zigzags  of  the  garden 
distance  the  public  highway  rn9t  traverses  the  lower 
section  of  the  plot.  Pale-stained  Oregon  pine  flooring 
and  fittings  inside  the  house  complement  the  fair- 
faced  concrete  frame.  The  glass  wall  overlapping 
the  edge  of  the  roof  beams  creates  a  seamless 
contact  between  building  and  terrace. 
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VILLA  SINGER 

Villa  Singer  is  an  experimental  house  built  with  use 
of  alternative  materials  and  alternative  construction 
principles  aimed  at  minimizing  building  costs.  The 
approach  taken  motivates  revising  and  updating 
the  architectural  approach  taken  and  the  spatial 
composition  selected  in  a  context  ol  this  sort.  Use 
of  load-carrying  sheet-metal  cassettes  was  seen 
as  representing  a  cost- effective  approach  in  such  a 
context 
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HOUSE  TRADGARD 

The  new  market  garden  building  is  divided  into 
two  volumes-a  large  volume  with  a  shop  and  a 
caf£  and  a  small  one  containing  office  ereas,The 
ground  floor  expands  into  an  atrium  in  which  a 
shining,  somewhat  arctic-appearing  "all-weather 
garden"  is  found.  The  black  painted  wooden 
panellrng  on  The  side  facades  and  the  roof 
embraces  the  transparent  acrylic  plastic  in  both 
directions. 
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KARVJAISTIE  SPECIAL  SCHOOL, 
RENOVATION  AND  EXTENSION 

Mew  premises  were  built  together  with  the 
renovation  Df  the  two  old  wooden  buildings.  The 
school  is  facing  the  southwest  courtyard  with  the 
corridor  running  along  the  side  of  the  new  pan  as 

a  pathway  interconnecting  the  individual  building 
sections  and  functions.  The  external  walls  of  the 
new  part  facing  the  street  are  made  of  vertical 
boarding. 
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LEHTOVUORI  HOUSING 

The  project  consists  of  three  housing  blocks  and 

a  common  building  adjacent  to  a  larger  play  area. 
Five  different  types  of  houses  in  2  -  1  1/2  stones 
were  developed,  making  the  area  attractive  for 
people  with  different  lifestyles.  To  achieve  this,  tree- 
shaped  street  system  was  abandoned  in  fauo/  of  an 
integrated  circulation  pattern  and  parking.  Because 
of  wooden  facades,  special  fire  protection  solutions 
had  to  be  developed.

The  materials  of  the  building  are  fairface  concrete, 
glass  and  steeL  Perforated  and  profiled  steel  double 
facades  protect  the  offices  from  direct  sunlight  and 
reduce  cooling  need.

The  concept  behind  the  new  loft  apartments  it- 
based  on  the  architects'award-winning  proposal 
for  the  housing  reform  competition  of  199H.  I*8 
new  loft  is  a  rough  spa.ce  with  a  ceiling  height  nf 
5.3  meters.  The  6-storied  house  has  a  total  aread 
6600m+narea,  with  each  apartment  spreading  flvef 
two  storeys.  High  balconies  face  the  large  garrM 
and  two  entrances  lead  to  the  staircase, 

HELSING1N  RUNKO  ! 
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THE  OFFICE  BUILDING  OF  THE 
LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  PENSIONS 
INSTITUTION 

The  long  street  facade  is  broken  only  by  the  fold 
of  the  main  entrance  and  its  canopy-  The  materials 
ol  tUtf  streel  laorirln  ^re  glass  and  natural  stone, 
framing  the  building. The  windows  frames  are  oak 
The  entrance  hall  extends  through  the  building  into 
the  courtyard. The  store  is  s  rnatte  Kalian  travertine 
diosen  to  relate  to  the  colours  of  the  Empire 
buildings  oi  ihe  street  Unionindatu,Tho  facade 
material  of  the  office  building  is  oxidized  copper 
to  underline  the  gardenlike  atmosphere  of  rhi_* 
courtyard. 
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SANOMA  HOUSE 

The  plan  o+  Sanonia  House  is  a  square  divided 
diagonally  by  two  public  pedestrian  passages. 
The  steel  roof  structure  above  the  Media  Piazza  is 
supported  on  three  smooth-faced  concrete  columns 
that,  together  with  the  wood-panelled  access 
bridges,  create  a  contrast  to  the  large  area  of  glass 
walls  of  the  building.  The  exterior  glass  facades  are 
a  double-skin  system.

Vilfe  Harass  lookout  tower  at  the  Helsinki  Zoo 
advances  the  tricky  process  of  bending  wood.

This  single-family  house  was  built  2004  -  05  in 
OuIli,  Heikkilankangas  housing  area.  Maim  building 
materials  include  white  plastered  red  brick,  dark 
grey  aluminium  windows  and  facade  griffs  and  dark 
grey  painted  wooden  parts.  Special  attention  was 
paid  to  lighting  design,  both  interior  and  exterior. 
There  is  a  sauna/bathing  room,  laundry  room,  anct 
one  bedroom  downstairs,  while  the  second  floor 
holds  three  bedrooms,  livingroom,  dining  room  and 
kitchen. 
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SYLVIANRINNE  RESIDENTIAL  AREA 

Continuing  the  building  tradition,  the  site  was 
designed  with  wooden  frameworks  and  cladding. 
Four  mam  buildings  form  a  protective  courtyard-On

During  the  day  the  living  area  is  used  for 
childcare.  the  conservatory  acts  as  a  shared  dining 
space  and  as  office  meeting  room. 


FINNO  SCHOOL  AND

The  building  consists  of  two  distinct  units-the 
rectangular  school  section  and  a  daycare  centre 
with  a  shell-like  floor  plan. White  and  colored 
brickwork  and  pre-oxidized  sheet  copper  are  the 
principal  facade  materials-  At  the  heart  of  the 
building  lies  the  three-storey  multifunctional  hall

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CENTRE  FOR  METEOROLOGY 
AND  ACCREDITATION  MIKES 

This  building  includes  several  special  engineering 
solutions  and  is  one  of  the  most  demanding 
construction  works  in  Finland.  The  functional 
concept  is  concentrically  layered  like  an  onion:  The 
facilities  requiring  stringent  conditions  are  located  af 
the  core  and  protected  on  all  sides  by  workspaces 
and  corridors.  Laboratory  spaces  have  been  grouped 
according  to  the  conditions  re  quired  in  them. 
Research  areas  with  strict  temperature  requirements 
are  housed  in  underground  areas,  and  organized 
according  to  the  room-within-a-room  principle, 

CENTRE  FOR  METEOROLOGY 
AND  ACCREDITATION  MIKES 
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EXTENSION  TO  CENTRAL  HOSPITAL 

OF  LAPLAND 

The  extension  is  located  on  the  east  side  of 

the  main  entrance  of  the  hospital  Part  of  the 
extension  is  a  new  canopy  for  the  main  entrance. 
The  material  of  the  new  facades  is  pre-oxidized 

copper,  contrasting  with  the  old  light  grey  concrete 
facades.  The  new  building  houses  the  outpatient 
unit,  oncology  and  psychiatry  policlinics,  hotel  for 
patients,  and  administrative  offices.

By  locating  a  large  living  space  on  the  seen 
floor;  the  new  building  relates  to  the  orr&a 
grand  second-floor  living  rooms  of  the  neigtib&i 
Georgian  terraces.

The  building  was  conceived  as  a  small  town  with 
a  pedestrian  zone,  squares  and  neighborhoods.

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KILNCRAIGS  MILL  REDEVELOPMENT 

This  deceptively  simple  design  converted  the 
two  remaining  buildings  of  a  former  woolmill 
to  form  a  new  Centre  for  Creative  Industrtes. 
The  unequivocally  contemporary  design  of  the 
atrium  acts  35  a  foil  to  architecture  of  the  earlier 
buildings  and  adds  a  21st  century  element  to  the 
historical  development  of  the  site.  The  dramatic 
new  glass  facade  is  symbolic  of  the  renewal  of 
the  buildings  and  of  Alloa  town  center  itself.

In  The  heart  of  the  city  of  Bath,  Thermae  is  a  day 
spa  comprising  new  and  historic  buildings, It  offers 
beting  in  the  natural  thermal  waters  and  a  range  of 
facilities  designed  to  refresh  the  body  and  sooth  the 
mind  in  a  relaxed  yet  inspirational  setting.  Thermae 
comprises  of  five  historic  spa  buildings,  including 
the  Hot  Bath  &  sacred  Cross  Bath  and  the  stunning 
architecture  of  the  New  Royal  Bath.  Highlights 
are  four  natural  thermal  baths  including  an  open- 
air  rooftop  pcol  with  spectacular  views  across  the 
City,  an  innovative  series  of  steam  rooms  and  an 
extensive  range  of  spa  Ireatments,  packages  &  gift 
vouchers. 
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THE  COACH  HOUSE 


The  scheme  takes  advantage  of  the  South  aspect, 
creating  a  vista  through  the  house  and  framing 
the  estate  grounds  An  elegant  timber  and  glass 
structure  on  the  rear  elevation  replaces  an  unsightly 
neo-Viciorian  conservatory  added  in  the  19SO's.

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It  was  important  thai  the  building  sat  comfortably 
within  the  local  agricultural  landscape,  so  the 
architects  simplified  its  form  to  evoke  that  of  a 
functional  farm  building.  This  led  to  an  elemental 
construction  method  utilizing  prefabricated  timber 
panel  construction  for  all  Moor,  wall  and  roof 
elements,  making  the  building  extremely  quick 
to  assemble  on  site  and  offering  high  levels  of 
insulation. 
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GERMAN  SCHOOL  IT  BUILDING 

The  dedicated  IT  Building  on  the  grounds  of  the 
German  School  features  an  envelope  of  composite 
glaring  panels  used  for  the  first  time  in  the  UK.  The 
innovativ/e  cladding  provides  a  space  permeated 
with  natural  daylight.  Two  thirds  of  ihe  floor  to 
ceiling  glazing  is  filled  with  translucent  insuJation, 
which  dissipates  light  preserves  heat  and  offers  a 
sense  of  enclosure. 
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SELF  SUFFICIENT  HOUSING  FOR 
PERSOMNELATTHE  WEALD  AND

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The  dwellings  were  inspired  by  e  vision  of  frreguis 
semi-buned  stones  emerging  from  the  landscape 
The  design  not  only  responds  to  the  site  condrfe 
but  also  to  the  different  occupational  timestf 
the  dwelling.  Each  area  has  a  specific  strategy 
Thermally,  the  dormitory  wing  and  the  living  ars 
are  designed  and  controlled  to  interact  as  one  rtto 
unit  or  as  two  independent  elements, 
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SERPENTINE  GALLERY 
PAVILION 

Grey  areas,  margins  of  error,  middle  ground  - 
these  ambiguous  spaces  are  enemy  territory  to 

architecture,  a  discipline  that  demands  precision 
and  certainty.  But  there  is,  at  least  a  little  patch 
of  parkland  in  London  where  some  lucky  architects 
can  go  lawn  of  the  Serpentine  Gallery.  That  little 
patch  of  lawn  is  now  an  architectural  test  site  of 
global  significance. 
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DIRTY  HOUSE 

Wrapped  in  hermetic  skins  of  dark  brick  or  metal 
the  houses  face  down  their  grotty  surroundings,  but 
the  tough  exteriors  conceal  a  succession  of  secret, 
sensual  rnner  realms.  The  massive  corner  slab  of 
Cirty  House,  is  coated  in  thick,  rough.,  anti-graffiti 
paint  the  color  and  texture  of  chocolate  fudge. 
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PROUD  HOUSE 

The  building  is  a  development  of  six  apartments. 

The  materials  of  the  building  reflect  the  contexirand 
use  collage.  Untreated  timber,  brickwork,  and 
concrete  are  brought  together  in  a  parnterfy 
composition.  The  relatively  small  size  of  the 
apartments  is  offset  by  the  full- height  corner 
window  that  maximizes  the  introduction  of  light 
and  space. 
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NONA  LONDON  REGIONAL  CENTRE 

Children  occupy  spaces  differently  than  adults; 
they  require  outdoor  spaces  essential  for  playr  they 
become  restless  indoors  on  rainy  days;  children 
Ice  on  their  backs  and  look,  at  the  ceiling  and  hide 
under  furniture.  The  building  seeks  to  respond  to 
this  by  providing  a  large  translucent  rain  screen 
,Jtent*\  protecting  lightweight  children's  buildings. 
The  oversized  roof  provides  external  "room"  decks 
that  open  up  onto  the  interior  spaces,  effectively 
doubling  the  accommodation  on  rainy  days.  The 
landscape  is  also  conceived  of  as  safe  rooms  that 
provide  varying  activity  areas  and  create  a  large, 
safe  children's  territory. 
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HOUSE  IN  HIGHGATE 

The  complex  plan  interweaving  the  space  achieves 
an  overall  clarity  and  Simplicity,  Further-more, 
without  any  element  of  starkness  found  in  some 
modernist  buildings,  the  living  environment  now 
enables  each  family  member  and  visitor  to  enjoy 
open  plan  space  that  is  adjustable  for  specific  needs 
and  functions. 
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MURRAY  GROVE  HOUSING 

The  L-shaped  building  completes  the  corner  of  a 
block  of  heterogeneous  buildings. continuing  the 
height  of  the  adjacent  buildings  along  the  street 
to  each  side.  A  round  circulation  tower  at  the 
corner  connects  to  the  5 -storey  wing  of  dwellings 
to  each  side.  The  cylinder  is  enclosed  with 
curved  perforated  aluminum  screens  thet  give  it  a 
machined  translucent  appearance,

The  outside  is  clad  with 
plywood,  laser-cut  with  patterns  of  Rapunzel's  hair 
allowing  dappled  light  into  the  interior. 
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THE  BFI  LONDON  IMAX 

The  construction  technology  was  extremelv 
sophisticated,  as  the  site  is  surrounded  by  major 
traffic  arteries  and  sits  just  4  m  above  the  tube 
line.  For  this  reason,  the  entire  structure  had  to 
be  placed  on  anti-vibration  bearings  to  prevent 
noise  transfer.  The  full-height  glazed  gallery  serves 
to  provide  further  acoustic  separation,  and  is  the 
site  of  an  annual  art  event.  The  space  around  the 
theater's  base  is  transformed  into  a  green  oasis. 
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GLAD  TIDINGS  CHURCH 

Glad  Tidings  is  a  newly-built  church  and  communitf 
facility  in  the  Olympic  borough  of  London. Th 
new.  faceted  envelope  unites  both  church  hall  and 
ancillary  spaces  into  one  simple  and  iconic  form 
The  material  chosen  is  large-format  brass  shinglft 
Weathering  changes  the  original  reddisrvgold&ncoiy 
of  the  surface  in  a  very  dynamic  manner,  with  cadi 
facade  developing  its  own  unique  characteristics. 
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Y3GOL  GYNRADD  GYMRAEG 
GARTH  OLWG 

The  house  is  made  of  while  bricks  at  the  lower 

level  and  an  oak-kamed  bos  is  cantilavered  above 
this.  Internally  the  oak  frame  is  exposed,  and 
ihe  windows  echo  the  grand  proportions  Of  the 
neighboring  buildings.  The  architects  finish  the 
terrace  with  a  large  balcony. 
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HARBOR  MASTER'S  BUILDING 
AND  FOOTBRIDGE 

A  small  harbor  master's  building  in  Paddington  Basin 
was  required  by  the  Waterways  Board  to  administer 
moorings  and  offer  information  to  passers-by. 
The  building  would  also  incorporate  a  small  store 
for  canoes.  In  addition,  a  new  retractable  bridge 
was  required  for  enhanced  access.  A  double-skin 
structure  was  proposed:  the  core  of  the  building 
would  be  constructed  of  low-key  materials  to  a 
simple  weathered  envelope;  The  bridge  adopts  the 
language  of  the  building,  it  sits  on  a  simple  pivot 
alto  wing  it  to  open  and  close  for  passing  boats. 
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IN-BETWEEN  TERRACE  HOUSE 

The  terrace  is  divided  into  three  identical  volumes 
one  house  with  workspace,  one  two-bedroom 
house  and  two  studio  flats.  This  framing  allows  The 
south  wall  of  the  terrace  to  be  fully  glazed  using 
lightweight  polycarbonate  sheeting  and  glass. 
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SWISS  RE  HEADQUARTERS 

London's  first  ecological  tall  building  rises  forty-one 
stones  and  provides  76,400  mJ  of  accommodation, 
including  offices  and  a  shopping  arcade  A  dubroom 
at  the  very  top  of  the  building  offers  a  spectacular 
360- degree  panorama  of  the  caprial.  This  distinctive 
lorm  makes  the  building  appear  more  slender, 
feflectfons  are  reduced  and  transparency  is 
improved.

How  long  can  a  workspace  be 
made  continuous?  This  building  runs  along  the 
Edge  of  negotiations  that  stretch  out  the  numbers 
to  the  threshold  of  impossibility  and  regulations 
commonplace  states  and  the  conventionality  of 
consultants.  It  generates  a  decentred  structure  for 
the  tower  that  eliminates  those  ofd  classic  opaque 
cores. 
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WELLNESS  02  CENTER  BARCELONA 

These  buildings  will  become  an  important  facility 
for  the  city,  housing  two  complementary  activities: 
sports  and  medicine.  The  project  develops  two 
different  constructions  that  are  connected  at  points. 
Waterr  instead  of  bodybuilding  equipment,  is  to 
become  the  main  element  and  will  be  implemented 
in  plenty  of  treatments. 
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HOTEL  OMM 

This  hotel  has  been  created  to  fit  into  the  grid -pattern 
of  the  Example  district  and  has  been  desrgned 
thinking  of  users  who  appreciate  comfortable 
accommodation  in  a  relaxed  atmosphere.  This  siony 
skin  has  been  cut  to  create  a  number  of  slits  which 
have  "peeled  back',  curling  outwards,  like  the  pages 
of  a  book,  like  the  leaves  of  an  Advent  calendar. 
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ILLA  FLEMING 


The  north  facade  of  natural  stone  is  cut  by  horizontal 
openings,  whiie  the  rest  have  a  double  skin:  a 
red  stucco  wall  divided  by  vertical  floor- to- ceiling 
openings  inside,  and  movable  shades  of  wooden 
strips  SOcnn  from  the  wail  on  the  inside, This 
double  facade  creates  an  outdoor  terrace  that  can 
be  understood  as  an  interior  or  exterior  space, 
depending  of  the  position  of  the  shades.

Housing  units  result  from  the  aggregation  of  two 
kinds  of  space-bars:  serving  bars  (kitchen  and 
bathrooms)  and  served  bars  (other  functionsl.The 
addition  of  bars  gives  rise  to  a  multiplicity  of  flexible 
housing  layouts  generated  by  the  system.  Facades 
are  created  by  interactively  modifying  the  design 
parameters,  and  the  program  automatically  produces 
the  documents  for  building  of  a  block. 
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TORRF AG BAR 

This  is  not  a  lower.  or  a  skyscraper  in  the  Amence- 

sense,  but  a  unique  growth  in  the  middle  of  thtf 
calm  city.  The  surface  ot  this  construction  evafce 
water:  smooth  and  continuous,  but  also  vibrate 
and  transparent.  This  architecture  comes  fromtte 
earth  but  docs  not  have  the  weight  of  stone. 

TORRE AGBAR 
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156  YOUTH  APARTMENTS 
ON  CALLE  MARINA 

The  project  studies  different  types  of  dwelling. 
The  depth  of  the  site  arid  the  northeast-southwest 
orientation  call  for  transforming  the  typical  block 
into  a  more  complex  structure,  which  concentrates 
circulation  spaces.  Thus  it  interacts  with  CaUe 
Manna  by  combining  access  zone  with  a  visual 
diagonal  that  shows  the  internal  structure  of  the 
walkways. 
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MOVABLE  VIEWPOINT 

It  is  a  project  that  emerges  like  an  exploration  and 
experimentation  of  the  airspace,  in  connection 
with  the  changes  of  levels  and  heights,  but  also  of 
what  is  not  visible  in  architecture:  the  emotions. 
Bui  in  this  case,  the  architects  did  not  explore  the

NEW  CORPORATIVE   HEADQUARTERS 

The  modulation  of  the  pillars  placed  on  a  9x2  grid, 
and  with  a  height  of  8  m  on  the  ground  floor  and 
5  m  on  the  second  floort  corresponds  to  a  typical 
scheme  of  this  type  of  industrial  construction.  The 
facade  uses  brrck  in  order  to  imitate  the  nearby 
factory.,  a  property  of  ihe  same  company,  The 
space  maintains  the  continuity  of  the  building  and 
incorporates  the  industrial  character  of  the  building 
as  its  own  image.

From  the  original  structure  remain  only  the  extern^ 
walls,  cohered  under  5  curved,  wavy  carpel ol 
a  roof.  The  construction  rests  on  two  reinforced 
concrete  beams  running  through  ihe  whole  building, 
carrying  108  variously  shaped  lamella  curves,  Tte 
surface  of  the  roof  is  clad  in  300,000  coEotFl' 
ceramic  plates. 
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PARC  LOGISTIC 
OFFICE  COMPLEX 

The  project  is  a  complex  of  office  biddings  of 
heights  varying  between  3  and  5  floors.    The 

facade  consists  of  a  double  skm  of  glass,  while  the 
design  of  the  roof  reflects  wave  movement.  All  the 
buildings  are  equipped  with  a  highly  modem  external 
communications  network. 
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RESIDENTAL  BUILDING 

The  structural  w-alls  of  the  three  main  staircases  me 
above  the  roof  to  hide  its  installations.

The  "Centro  Federico  Garcia  Lorca"  is  located  in 
the  city  center  of  Granada,  and  hosts  atheater, 
an  exhibition  space,  an  archive  and  spaces  for 

education,  totaling  1700  nr  ,  The  ar-chitects 
proposed  a  very  compact  buil-ding,  which  stays 
within  the  roof  height  of  its  neighbors.

TENERIFE 

An  architecture  of  light  and  shadows  is  proposed 
for  this  21st  century  airport.  A  great  concrete 
and  stone  box  to  frame  the  incredible  view  south 
towards  a  red  mountain  that  rests  Sphinx-like  over 
the  Atlantic.  The  airport  building  rs  intended  to  be 
memorable,  unforgettable,  a  concrete  structure

CENTER 

The  architects  responded  to  Garcia  Lorca's 
emblematic  cultural  status,  and  the  architectural 

possibilities  that  such  a  center  can  email  by  creating 
a  translucent  buifding,  an  ambiguous  structure  that 
reveals  mere  glimpses  of  what  goes  on  inside  and 
inspires  the  onlooker  to  want  more,  and  to  enter 
this  mysterious,  fantastic  place.  Inside  one  finds  a 
dynamic  atrium,  whsch  provides  a  route  through  the 
site  as  well  as  a  separation  between  the  various 
functions  within  the  building. 
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CHAPELIN  VALLEACERON 

Challenged  with  bringing  together  different 
programs  -  dwelling,  chapeL  hunting  pavilion 
and  guard's  residence  -  the  project  chose  as 
its  unifying  thread  the  concept  of  the  fold  as  a 
generator  of  spaces.  The  Chapel  has  a  naked 
design  and  lacks  artificial  lighting. 
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CASA  OS 

This  complex  program  is  solved  by  attending  to  set 
priorities  of  energy  efficiency,  spatial  simplicity  and 
flexibility.  The  idea  of  a  "grounded  building"  guides 
the  decisions  about  volume,  position,  occupatron, 
exteiior  outfit  and  facade  claddings. 
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IBIZA  HOUSE 

A  umber  louver  screen  will  provide  solar  protection 
during  the  day  and  privacy  at  night.  Sections  of  the 
screen  can  he  opened,  and  are  made  from  Jroko 
hardwood,  The  interior  space  is  enclosed  by  a  steel 
frame  and  double -gig  zed  wall  with  the  ceiling  pitched, 
Sotar  panels  are  discretely  incorporated  on  the  roof, 

which  will  provide  energy  lor  the  buildings. 
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ART  SCHOOL 

The  concept  of  the  building  is  based  on  a  curvilinear 
spine  which  leads  to  the  mam  access, Balconies  art? 
facing  this  sinuous  path,  and  the  cJassrooms  and 
corridors  interact  with  and  complement  each  other. 
The  wavy  Forms  of  the  facade  are  in  contrast  with 
the  net  and  straight  volumes  of  its  classrooms, 
workshops  and  library.

houses,  while  their  side  facades  harmonize  with 
the  bigger  buildings  on  the  other  side. The  main 
facade  ol  the  building  15  made  of  concrete,  panels 
of  prefabricated  concrete  and  steel. 
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CARABANCHEL  ENSANCHE 
RESIDENTIAL  ESTATE 

The  project  was  intended  to  combine  the  functionality 
of  a  residential  estate  wrth  The  linear  beauty  of  a 
bullet  trajn,  Each  apartment  within  the  residential 
estate  has  a  modular  structure,  with  variable 
configurations  of  the  rooms  grouped  around 
the  kilchen  and  ;he  bath  Built-in  cupboards  and 
foldaway  beds  and!  tables  permit  taifored  space  use 
by  the  tenants.  Moreover  the  building  features  a 
characteristic  facade. 
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ECO  BOULEVARD 

Three  cylindrical  pavilions,  are  charged  with  the 
chars  ere  rizaiion  and  activation  of  the  public  space 
in  the  Boulevard,  The  building  is  a  light  structure 
thai  is  selfsufficient  in  terms  of  energy  and  can 
bed  ism  am  led.  It  consumes  only  what  it  can  produce 
through  photovoltaic  solat  energy  collection 
systems. 
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ENHANCED  CLIMBING  WALL 
IN  MEIAC 

The  architects  generate  a  new  scenario  where 
such  digital  art  contents  can  be  displayed, 
perceived  and  explained  as  an  integrated  part  of  a 
whole  spatial  context.  Activities  such  as  climbing, 
pJaying,  or  just  sun  bathing  are-  enhanced  by 
means  of  the  creative  use  and  display  of  digital 
contents.  These  contents  are  assembled  into 
a  paichwork-Nke  arrangement  of  materials  and 
textures.The  result  mixes  both  physical  and  digital 
qualtties,  making  their  formerly  well-defined  limits 
blur  and  disappear. 
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NCC  NEW  CULTURAL  CENTER 

The  architects  proposed  to  renovate  the  old 
building,  extending  it  with  a  new  expansion  that 
creates  a  symbiotic  typology  of  the  Cultural 
Center.  Goth  sides,  old  and  new,  constitute 
just  one  building,  helping  each  other  on  spatial, 
organizational  and  functional  level.  The  new  'faceJ 
>s  conformed  by  two  sculptural  and  cantilevered 
volumes  that  contain  the  assembly  and  atelier 
spaces. 
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MIRADOR  HOUSING 

The  22-level  building  acts  as  a  frame  for  the  distant 
landscape. The  large  lookout  at  40  meters  above 
the  ground  provides  inhabitants  and  neighbors  with 
a  community  garden  and  a  space  from  where  they 
can  contemplate  the  skyJine.The  Mirador  contains-  a 
wide  variety  of  compact  housing  types.  In  contrast 
to  the  serial  and  rationalist  repetition  of  the  standard 
family  unit,  the  housing  units  are  grouped  into  small 
buildings.

Office  building  with  isolated  typology  and  compact 
architecture  on  the  city  border  On  street  level  its 
square  floor  plan  consists  of  32  meters  on  each 
side,  and  this  is  where  commercial  spaces  are 
located.

The  project  was  limited  to  designing  a  construction 

employing  these  two  meanings :  en  closed  space,,and 
being  synonymous  with  a  private  assembly  or  the 
body  of  people  who  meet  in  the  hall  or  room.  The 
Meeting  Room  and  Assembly  Room  at  the  two 
ends.  Ore  closed  and  metallic,  another  translucent 
and  rock-like,  both  are  accessed  from  the  third, 
administrative  room. 
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OASIS 

Located  in  the  south  of  Madrid  between  a  highway 
and  a  vast  industrial  area,  the:  project  organizes  146 
prefabricated  flats  around  two  patios  introducing 
principles  of  sustainability  into  low  cost  social 
housing  such  as  geothermal  heating  and  cooling, 
solar  warm  water  and  biological  wastewater 
treatment. There  are  three  flat  typologies,  which 
enable  a  high  degree  of  building  density  through 
row  construction  and  tiers.  The  floor  plans  are  very 
flexible  on  account  of  attachable  rooms, 
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11TH  MARCH  MEMORIAL/ 
ATOCHATRAIN  STATION 

To  buiJd  a  memorial  to  the  victims  of  the  commuter 
train  bombings  architects  propose  to  build  a  free- 
form  glass  cupola  beside  the  Aiocha  Railroad 
Station,  The  cupola  stands  nearly  40  feet  high 
and  is  engraved  with  many  at  the  handwritten 
testimonials  .  The  engravings  are  arranged  so  as 
to  be  ilfuminated  sequentially  by  the  course  of  the 
sun  ihrough  the  day  and  the  seasons,  and  will  be 
Jit  from  within  at  night. 
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BARAJAS 
INTERNATIONAL  AIRPORT 

To  create  a  relaxing  atmosphere,  materials  used 
convey  a  sense  of  calm.  The  roof  is  covered  mternaliy 
by  bamboo,  offering  a  warm  environment.  The 
paving  is  made  of  Spanish  limestone,  which  gives 
off  warmlh  and  is  softer  than  other  materials  lihe 
granite.  Due  to  the  building's  enormous  size,  it  has 
been  broken  into  sections  in  order  to  preserve  the 
human  scale.  The  exterior  adapts  very  well  to  the 
Madrid  landscape  with  Us  curved  shapes  reflecting 
ihe  surrounding  hills. 
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PATIOS  PATH 

A  mould  of  T7th  century  combine.?  with  a  cast  of 
different  activities  loffices,  nursery,  elderly  house, 
swimming  pool,  etcj.  Trie  building  resembles  an 
amoeba,  which  contains  these  functions  and  swims 
in  a  free  space.  The  programmed  chaos,  the  spaces 
of  old  cities.

The  roof  turns  info 
another  facade:  a  wavy  structure  lined  with  zinc-The 
entrance  hall  is  understood  as  a  fluid  space  linking 
all  independent  areas  .The  white  concrete  ceiling  in 
the  main  room  undulates,  while  the  wood 
of  the  wells  offers  a  warm  contrast.

The  extreme  Jightweight 
shell  of  the  capsule.,  consisting  of  a  composite 
maternal,  does  not  requfre  additional  structural 
reinforcement  when  attached  to  an  existing  building. 
As  the  interfaces  can  unfold,  their  spatial  fnipact 
is  minimized  during  off-season,  while  at  peak 
times  they  will  provide  shade  and  a  comforting 
microclimate  in  the  streets. 
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TENERIFE  SCHOOL  OF 
SCENfCARTS 

The  interior  roofed  patio,  generated  by  a  three- 
dimensional  folding  of  the  wooden  surface  of  the 
roof,  is  conceived  as  a  scenic  box  that  opens  up 
towards  the  city.

The  aquarium  pretends  to  Integrate  itself  with  its 

surroundings  using  these  docks  to  create  a  slightly 
curved  facade  toward  a  great  entrance  plaza  which 
closes  the  beach  areas  and  the  west  seasrde  walk 
to  the  remaining  industrial  zones  left  in  the  bay. 
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llhavo  City  Library  is  located  in  a  17th/ 18th century 
mansion,  later  transformed  and  demolished.

The  Library  stands  on  the  campus  periphery,  on  a 
narrow  par-eel  next  to  the  city  limits  The  library's 
functional  organization  takes  over  a  small  existing 
building,  A  system  of  rgmps  joins  these  plateaus, 
crossing  the  central  space,  and  connecting  the 
campus  and  the  city  insirJe  it.

The  building  is  a  landmark,  placed  strategically 
on  top  of  The  steep  cliff  by  the  Atlantic  Ocean.

ENDOWMENT 

The  new  museum  js  the  second  separate  annex 
on  the  grounds  of  the  castle.  Unlike  the  tatter, 
however,  the  museum  is  a  tower-like  structure 
with  projecting  elements,  which  was  erected  in  a 
small  wooded  area  of  the  surrounding  park  The 
building  consists  ot  poured  concrete.

Tubular  capper 
downspouts  have  the  twolofd  afro  of  defining  The 
perimeter  walls  of  the  exhibition  area  and  acting  as 
sunscreens.  The  pavilion,  srrategr-cal  ly  placed  at  the 
cenTre  of  the  existing  square  and  inspired  by  the 
medieval  tower,  acis  as  a  covered  extensron  of  the 
town's  main  pedestrian  thoroughfare.

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KOTHGBLAAS 

Th«  aim  of  the  project  was  to  create  a  compact 
building  with  a  high  level  of  recognition  and  a 
corporate  identity  of  the  enterprise.

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LAPALMA  FACTORY 

Offices  and  showrooms  are  located  here,  tn  the 
middle,  the  management  offices  overlook  an  open 
space,  conceived  as  a  modern  cloister.  From  the 
road,  the  stairs  and  the  stone  platform  lead  to 
the  hall  in  which  the  presence  of  water  and  large

Capece-Venanzi  house  is  a  suburban  single  family 
house.

The  building  serves  two  distinct  user  groups,  which 
had  to  be  functionally  well  separated,  Willi  own 
entrances:  A  Kindergarten,  and  facilities  for  prenatal 
and  adult  education.

The  new  construction  inside  one  of 
the  blocks  aims  to  meet  demand  for  temporary 
housing  and  mini-apartments  that  are  easy  to 
maintain  layout. 
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NEW  MILANO  TRADE  FAIR 

The  Trade  Fair  is  one  of  Europe's  biggest  buildings. 
The  pavilions  are  situated  to  both  sides  of  the 
central  axis,  whose  transparent  covering  modifies 
space  and  introduces  continuity.  Service  center, 
offices  and  exhibition  areas  are  scattered  in  the  vast 
site  area. 
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BEtC  EUROPEAN  LIBRARY  OF 
INFORMATION  AND  CLUTURE 

It  contains  a  libray,  a  media  and  conference  centre, 
workshop  and  a  shoping  facifities,  as  well  as 
restaurants  and  a  centre  "for  rare  books.  By  focusing 
functions  around  a  central  forum,  a    grandeur  and 

intimacy  is  achieved- 
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PIRELLI  REAL  ESTATE 
HEADQUARTERS 

Set  on  Top  of  a  partially  underground  structure  wifh 
parking  facilities,  a  cube  fifty  meters  on  a  side  is 
made  up  of  three  wings  and  a  large  glass  front  facing 
a  historical  garden.  A  central  half,  serving  as  an  rnner 
courtyard,  and  a  350-seat  auditorium  have  beer 
created. 
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FRIGORIFERI  MILANESI  AREA  AND 
PALAZZO  DEL  GHIACCIO 

Frigorifen  Milanesesi  overlooks  via  Prranest  through 
a  bright-red.  100  meters  long  "Plug  Building":  the 
Open  Care  Caie,  located  in  the  basement,  becomes 
the  entrance  to  a  different  world  that  deal  with  the 
themes  of  art  arid  treasures.  The  project  intends 
to  transform  Frigorifen  Palace  (an  ice  factory  built 
in  1899)and  'Ice  Palace' M923L  into  multipurpose 
structures;  the  new  distribution  system  is  organized 
around  a  "throat-like  *  cavity  containing  the  lifts.

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ACER  ITALY  HEADQUARTERS 

The  two  main  buddings  are  finished  on  three  sides 
with  beige  brick.  The  composition  ot  the  facade  has 
a  visual  rhythm  consisting  of  vertical  windows  and 
a  thin  line  ol  marble  The  opposing  fourth  facade  is 
covered  with  the  same  aluminum  panels  as  the  roof 
and  house  the  emergency  staircase. 
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CEMETERY  BUILDING 

Two  simple  and  stfent  buildings  sei  around  a  small 
arid  shady  court,  typical  of  the  Mediterranean 
architecture.  The  treatment  of  light  is  a  distinctly 
feature  of  this  project,  indirectly  mtroducad  bv  Ihe 
"light-room"  and  the  windows  placed  on  the  lacade 
The  east  side  building  adds  a  side  wing  completed 
bv  a  giant  portico. 
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TELECOMMUNICATION  OBSERVATION 
TOWER 

The  facade  facing  the  town  would  be  slanted.  Thus 
the  green  surface  would  limit  the  possible  negative 
impact  on  the  environment.  Observation  points 
would  permit  visitors  to  lean  out  Irom  the  tower's 
"green  skin"  and  enjoy  a  view  over  Sogliano  and  Its 

valleys. 
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VENTINOVEDODIC! 

The  glass  front  is  light  and  can  be  opened 
completely  in  favorable  weather,  inviting  passers-by 
to  stop  In.  The  outside  window  can  be  transformed 
into  an  awning  to  create  a  tiny  "urban,  virtual" 
square,  The  architecture  is  warm  and  inviting, 
creating  an  urban  setting  tor  the  community  to 
come  together. 
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SANTA  MARIA  DELLA  PRESENTAZIONE 

The  project  lives  by  the  relationship  and  contra  si  of 
two  architectonic  organism  The  p]an  for  the  front 
together  with  the  regular  layout  of  pillars  and  the 
transparent  floor  that  comprise  its  cover,  define 
an  ambit  in  which  the  volumes  destined  to  their 
individual  function  are  able  to  live  together  in  a 
dynamic  rapport. 
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PIAZZA  A  MARE 

Mew  geometrical  forms  appear  on  the  site, 
reflecting  their  autonomy  with  their  height.  Roof 
planes  rum  fining  new  sanitary  facilities  and  waiting 
lounges  are  added  to  the  existing  shelter  The  white 
sun  shelters  give  form  to  the  concept  of  invisible 
nets,  which,  are  materialized  with  the  changing 
fntensitic5  of  sun  and  artificial  tight.

The  project  considers  to  develop  a  site  following 
a  program,  which  includes  commercial  activities, 
dwellings,  a  park,  and  a  church  The  architecture 
defines  the  urban  infrastructure  able  la  contain 
changing  and  dynamic  activities  The  project 
represents  the  capability  to  establish  sites  in  the 
contemporary  town  through  the  architecture  of  the 
public  space. 
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EXTENSION  TO  THE  GOVERNMENT 
PROFESSIONAL  INSTITUTE  FOR 

HOTEL  AND  CATERING  SERVICES 

The  project  includes  rhe  redecoranon  and 
enlargement  of  an  existing  building,  which  is  set  in 
a  particular  urban  context:  it  abuts  with  the  seaport 
as  well  as  with  the  historical  urban  axis.  Three 
different  volumes  are  characterized  by  distinct 
facings. 
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SELF  -  CONTAINED  HOUSING  -  ZOOM 
HOUSE 

The  project  is  developed  as  an  experiment  in  Bhopal, 
India,  the  site  of  heaviest  chemical  incident  in  human 
history.  The  project  proposes  the  integration  of 
f  uturc  technologies  for  environmental  regeneration. 
The  prototype  imagines  8  configurations  of  houses. 
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CASAO 

An  open  land  oi  farm  fields  and  d  low  density 
settlement  stands  as  a  background  for  a  compact 
residential,  program.  Its  skin  is  called  upon  to 
emphasize  its  dialogue  with  the  landscape, 
suggesting  the  perception  of  the  house  as  a  massive 
block  wrapped  by  a  film,  actually  veiling  its  real 
tectonic. 
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GUEST  HOUSE 

FOR  THE  PILGRIMS  AT  THE  SAINT 

GEMMA  MONASTERY 

The  Pilgrim  Guest  House  is  to  olfer  the  faithlul*

composition.  The  selection  of  original  materials 
creates  an  interesting  atmosphere  for  company 
employees.
